T is ns silly as saying that 
Britain cared nothing for 
tho Poles or tho Czecho- 
slovakinn people jor the 
Belgians, Dutch or French 
when Hitler’s  jack-booted 
hordes trampled on tho face 
of Europe. Of course the 
West is concerned about ita 
own vital interests in 
Southeast Asia, but of very 
much greater concern is 
that if Laos ‘is snerificed to 
tho Communists no. genuinc- 
ly freedom-loving country 
in Asin will bo safe, nor 
will they have any reason 
to trust the promises of the 
West, 
The fret is that Britain 
and America hnve treaty 
obligations under — which 
they guarantee the freedom 
and independence of the 
country.

I wash- 
ed and shaved in a bucket of 
dublous-looking water that a 
hotel boy mysteriously produc- 
ed. 

Soon this bustling Httle port Is 
going to see considerable wealth 
when the export of newly dis- 
covered tron are gets going. Al- 
ready the money is coming in, 
and on ambitlous programme of 
roads, schools, and hospitals is 
under way—partly financed on 
the credit of the undoubted 
wealth that Is coming. 

Twenty years ogo the revenue 
of Liberin§ was 2£250,000—Icss 
thon that of on average British 
firm. Now It is  £32,000,000 
(about a fifth of this comes from 
the flag of convenience -system 
by which forelgn ships can re- 
ister in Liberia without ever 
sighting the place). 

The expansion that is going 
on is under private enterprise. 
Unlike any other independent 
African State, there are no 
Socialist or Communist under- 
tones in Liberia. 

But behind the advance of 
this country there [s one man— 
as one is constantly told on the 
radio and in print. : 

‘This man is President William 
Vacanarat Shadrach Tubman.

The opposition 


But there is one man who fs 
prepared, if not to speak up 
against Tubman, at least to 
make a gesture. At thé Inst two 
elections he stood agalnst him, 
atthough careful to remain in 
the one and only party — The 
True Whigs. 


I met Willlam Bright In his 
flat in a dilapidated house on 
the main street. Officials told 
me he had got “about” 140 
votes against Tubman's 450,000. 


“I don't know how many I 
got,” he sald. “At the election 
before. they said I had only got 
one vote. Then the next day 
the President said he had voted 
for me himself. And his wife. 
So they made It 16. 

“But I know more than 16 
of my relatives voted for me.” 

He kept looking out on the 
street through a crack in the 
curtains. This is the offictal 
opposition of Liberia, and I was 
the first journalist it had seen 
for five years. 

“L have to be careful," he said.

Totters used to sell bones to 
glue factories, but that market 
seems to have vanished. 

‘“Tt’s the plastics have come 
in,” was the obscure explona- 
tion offered by Gl-ycar-old rag- 
and-bone man Albert Brown.
